2. Since hie arrival in tha U. S*. Subject la reliably reported 
to hart boon yaking speeches at various Serbian ratings fbr tha pur- 
pose of raising funds to "aid Yugoslavia”. Ha allegedly has bean 
^pointed a aasbar of tha Serbian Central National Co— It taa and its 
successor organisation, tha Serbian N^iooal Council, an organisation 
reportedly established for and dedicated to the personal and political 
freed on of all Serba and toward abolishing O o— unlam* 



3. Informal km> efJtoguat - Septesber 1949 froy^l^iKi report ad 
that Capt. ma^UUhail^ BABXC, assistant to Tojvode Me— llo DJUJIC, 
in writing hoa Paris to friends in Trieste stated that ihen DJtWIC 
arrived In the 0* S*, he w*s net by an official of the Department of 
State md 1— ediataly brought to Washington fbr a session with a 
representative of Ache eon. Later Subject allegedly was in conference 
with three other Yugoslavs (unidentified) regarding the progress of 
the cold war. 



4. There ere numerous reports regarding Subject 1 a collabora- 
tion with the Italians, beginning in September 1941, and later with 
the Gemmas* For a summary account see The Qstnpca, a Surrey of 
Cstaik Activity in Yugoslavia April 1941 - Inly 1944, P*gM 71-74, 
prepared ^y G-2.

% The YugoaXar noU of September 1946 to th# Department of 
State citing the chargee against Subject stated that part of tha evi- 
dence of collaboration was baaed on a written report of a representa- 
tive of the ffahrmacht, Lt. BOYaiXX, sho vas present at a conference 
vltr-Subjicfc 5 end 6 tormwbr 1944, There is attached hereto a 
sumary of the chargee against Subject as presented in the Yugoslav 
Vote to 0. 3*,*$ September 1946.

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7. Sub>ct is believed to hare escaped to Italy in 1944 or 1945* 
In August 1945 bo m» interned In Cessna Chnp in Italy* Inibrmation 
of Ssptesbsr 19 46 stated that ho had boon given asylum in an unrevealsd 
nonaoUry by DoasalkUfAJDIC, at that tim roc tor of tho Franciscan 
Gollato in Bono* In January 1947 MAHDIC, said to fas Vatican roprosonta- 
Uvoln tbs Confraternlta Croats, San Girolamo Institute, was report od 
to bo responsible fbr Vatican financial aU to tho USTASI; according 
to information of laU April 1947 MAHDIC was financially supporting tho 
Croat USTASI in Italy. 

Information of Sopt ambor 1946 from a Bobo eouich statod th at 
W»J«t red Dobro*mv\JXYDJXVlC, also wonted by tho Tugoalar Gorenurent 
so a war criminal, h m boon arroatod by tho JBritish Polieo and woro 
confined to a cone ant ration carp at Taranto, from ihlch thay managed 
to ooeapo* At dato of thla report both woro in Bobo, ihare thoy waro 
attempting to push thamaalraa to tho fora of tho Sexbian aoigro rage a 
and waro thou migaged in publishing s small nswspopor, Srpska BorlSt 
(Sarbian Journal) which followed a pan- Serbian, anti-Croatian SmT* 

Thay initiated their enterprise with attacks against Zirk^OPALOVIC* 

It appeared that DJTJJIC md JBVDJS7IC ware desirous of creating a 
national Serbian committee qualified to represent all Serbian political 
tendencies* 

9* A Bonn report of August 1946 from s sou ice described as 
"reliable* statod that Subject, working under the cower name <f 
PBZIQ and residing at Bo* VIII, Via Gesu Karla, N^>loa, was chief of 
"a nos Slav osploaags agency with branches in Boms and Naples* Meafcers 
of this agency reportedly ware Slavs and Italians who ware working lbr 
Yugoslavia and Russia* Subsequent records, however, reveal no coew 
fiautlon of thoao^data*^:"' 

10* Information from Bobs, dated 14 April 1947, statod that 
Subject and J1TOJE7IC, described as leaders of the MIHAILOV IC grotg> 
at Marcatello DP Camp (in Province of Pesaro) wore both in hiding in 
a Catholic convent in Nocera Inferioro (near Salerno) where they rere 
p ubl i shing the clandestine newspaper, das Srpskih Bogega, (Voice of 
Serbian Fighters). 

11* C- H In a report dated 3 July 1947 which covered the 
activities of Suojsct and JBVDJSTCC from Fsbruaxy - May 1947 mads the 
follo win g statements and observations: 

a) Though both were wanted by the British Police in compliance 
witJbLths request of the Tito minorities, they were apparently enjoying 
considerable Allied support* Both were fiercely fighting General 
DAMJANOVIC fbr aeceodane y of ccemand over the 10,000 Che talks which 
th^Vbrought into Italy* 
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b) Both chiefs were very active and ambitious, both were 
characters”* From their hiding place they war* publishing the 

3raaka Bovine. vhioh folio— d a pan-Serbian, artti-Croet lina. Copies 
of thia pap« sere sent to aU parts of tha world *ere thara were 
xugoalMand to all jj^ortant authorities in Tugoalavia, including 
Tito. This newspaper, saeh issoa of which cost its publishers 
100,000 lira, was being sold on the blackmsrket in Yugoslavia at an 
Incredibly high pries* 

c) In addition to their journalistic activities, DJUJIC 
and JXVDJSYIC sa l n t alnad an elaborate system of liaison with their 
soldiers in order to maintain control over than and to prevent their 
cosing under tha away of General DAJUAROYIC, stem they hated aoi 

. toared* 



*d) DJUJIC and dSVDJSnC united completely with the Serbian 
Fascist organisation of the late Dlsitrije LJOTIC and were thereby 
able to exploit the active LJOTIC ZBCB organisation, in addition to 
their own Cbetnike, tor propaganda and intelligence purposes, nd as 
couriers to Ssrbia and Bosnia* 

*e) DJUJIC and JX7DJBTIC maintained informants In all 
Italian cities* their service was not only anti-Communist aid anti- 
Ustasa but was directed against arsons who did not tollow their 
political line* They continued to act in the unscrupulous senna r 
which characterised their wartime record tdien they perpetrated in- 
numerable stupidities and crises in order to reach their cm sods, 

*f) JXVDJXVIC cl aimed that they were in contact with the 
Italian anti-Communist underground in Rosa, which was sUsgedly pre- 
paring a counter-offensive again St any eventual C o— ml ht putsch* 
According to JXVDJS7IC, the Americans wars secretly sponsoring tha 
organisation* DJUJIC and JKVDJI7IC allegedly ware also in contact 
with the "International Committee of Bat ions Oppressed by Co— miss"* 

*g) JBVDjmC claimed that he sad DJUJIC, in conjunction 
with "ZBOa* controlled a more or less cooplSte net of informants 
and propagandists in Italy} that they had bases in Greece* Albania, 
gnd Bulgaria; md that they had a channel into Slovenia through 
Trieste* 



«h) According to JRVDJSTIC, he and Subject wore negotiating 
in March 1947 with an unidentified American service, which waa to 
»y .» »: -provide them with aeeeaaary funds. An initial payasnt of 1,500,000 

lira was expeeted ehortly* 
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*1) The intelligence imports of Subject md JJVDJIVIC were 
••nt regularly to ling PETER with whom X hoy were In permanent cmtact 
through General 2UDOTCC la London, md probably to both U. S. bv 
Intelligence authorities md to Italian Arsy Intelligence. It l7 
possible that they were alto amt to tha British. 

*J) d JUdeacribed Sifcject at a very stubborn fight ar 
and nan of conaidarabla character whose forms r good reputatlna hd 
suffered considerably because of his association with JIVDJEVIC. 

<k) Uben JZFDJZTXC and Subject cam to Italy they brought 
with than conaidarabla fbnds In gold* Boat of which balongad to 
DJUJ7E, who antra at ad Ms money to Slarko RJLDBTA as capital for 
blackaarfcet speculation In foodstuffs. This traffic initially 
brought dll Iona of lira to JKVDJS7IC and Subject, but after aoue 
Una HAQKTA decided t o ke ep the proceed a for fade em use* After 
that deject md JKTDJXVIC found themselves in financial straits 
ant ware unable to publish thair nswapapar regularly* 

*1) Aa of April 1947, the future plana of subject md 
JIVDjmc were indefinite, although thsy were planning to iwaaln in 
Italy for the uurpose of direct iz^ sows kind of movem ent against 
Tito, CH 3 stated that he bad been approached by JXVDJXYIC who 
suggested mef" act as liaison with tha Roae Italian azti- 
Conmanl at underground for him and Subject* 

*m) The afore-mei&ioned RADETA was arrested on 17 April 
1947, along with six others dio were engaged In “cornering the grain 
market”* The alleged organisers of this ring included Subject, as 
well aa JIVDJE7IC, General DAXJAN07IC, md one LJOTIC (possibly Jams). 
This group, purportedly using permit a obtained from the Allies for 
the purpose of relief of compatriots in Italy, had so for cornered 
40,000 quintals of ^ie*t fbr folpment to Yugoslavia* 

*n) According to 3 a new endeavor of JSVDJS7IC and 
Subject was the compilation oT bulletins in English, French, Gorman 
md Italian which were forw arde d to information agencies in various 
countries* Simultaneously JK7DJ57IC md Subject wore issuing period- 
ical bulletins in tha Serbian language for their soldiers and 
officers. The latter bulletins dealt with political and mili^rur 
matters md included instruct ions for the future*

mtd gives biographical data on firs JEVDJKVIC agents md in formers;

Both vera reported 
on two occasions as having gone to Germany where, disguised as 
simple soldiers, they were living with their troops* In June 1%7 
it was mao red in Rose that both had managed to Mice their way to 
Paris* 



*14* Information of 9 August 1945 free C H3 stated that 
Subject, then In Parle, was receiving a Monthly subsidy of one 
hundred dollars froa the Srpeke Harodna Udbrana (Serbian national 
Defense) In the (kited States* In Paris he was attempting to or- 
ganise a central Rama Gora Committee and was engaged In editing a 
newspaper*

ported 1 a May 1949 that Subject was on the editorial staff of a l 

journalist agency in Paris established by DragaraJOTlROVIC, stated to 
»~be a flbrmer officer of the Polish II C orps and a self-styled major of 
>*he Togo slav Army. According to SOTIHOnc, the agency was nothing 
more than a cover for gathering information In the various refugee 
circles of all nationalities, mid that the work was carried out for 
end with funds furnished by the B. Doc* (C.S. Branch of the Prench 
3PBGB)* . The agency reportedly was directly dapendent to one 
BBBTRAJfD head of the 1st Section of the B* Doc*, Bureau 112 of the 
Territorial Defense of the Prench Minis try of the Interior* 

16* Tbs Journalistic activity of Subject as reported in 
paragraph 14 may be Identical with that described in paragraph 15* 
Details, however, are lacking in both reports to definitely estab- 
lish this fact*'
